To understand all the uproar which

anathema to the Communist Party as 
well as to the National Council of 
Churches — and why both organlza- 
tions are determined to repudiate this 
statement by completely discrediting 
anyone who repeats it.

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THE HEART OF THE MATTER 


The basie issue in the Air Force 
manuał affair has been ruthlessly sup- 
pressed by all of the nation's mass 
information media. What is at stake 
here is that most precious of all the 
basie freedoms guaranteed by the U.S. 
Constitution under the Bili of Rights: 
freedom of religion. 

In all of the hysterical interpreta- 
tion leveled against the Air Foree man¬ 
uał by the major New York news- 
papers, there is not one paragraph 
gtving the extensive Communist-front 
affiliations of 719 of the NCC's officers 
or the 30 Communist-fronters w h o 
worked on the NCC's multi-million- 
dollar RŚV "Bibie" project, whieh took 
15 yearś to complete. (The flrst ten- 
million-dollar printing was sold out in 
eight weeks.) 

That explains why there was no 
comparable outery over the case of a 
previous publication of the regular 
Air Force, a "Guide for Security lndoe- 
trination," containing a ehapter on 
"Communism in American Churches." 
Although this 1955 Air Force training 
manuał was equally outspoken, it re- 
mained strangely immune to Com- 
munist attack. For some peculiar rea- 
son, the comrades ignored this book 
entirely. 

The New York Herald Tribune's 
syndicated column by Roscoe Drum- 


mond on Feb. 19 set the pace: "The 
United States Air Force has committed 
an awful offense against the United 
States . . . undocumented, unproved 
false charges . . . This is an evil, pern- 
icious, dangerous thing which some 
officers in the Air Force have contrived 
to get into an Air Force manuał . . . 
poisonous, pernicious accusations and 
innuendoes . . . sickeningly reminis- 
cent of the notorious charges against 
the Protestant clergy which J. B. Mat- 
thews madę in the 'American Mercury' 
magazine in Juty 1953, when he was 
serving as research director of the 
McCarthy Committee ... (by strange 
coincidence, the Sunday "Worker" ar- 
tide also denounced "Dr. J. B. Mat- 
thews, the Infamous Dies Committee 
and Senator McCarthy propagandist" 
— along with "blatant, openly fascis- 
tic" magazines "sueh as the American 
Mercury." Is Mr. Drummond too lazy 
to do his own research?) 

The New York Times was much 
morę careful with its homework, after 
having been burnt badly by the lesti- 
mony of CBS newsman Winston Burdett 
(before the Senate Internal Security 
Subcommittee on June 30, 1955) that 
Charles Grutzner, a Times reporter for 
14 years, had been a member of Bur- 
dett's Communist Party celi — a fact 
which the Times newsman admitted. 


Stripped of all its camouflage of 
self-righteous indlgnation at the U.S.

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FIXING THE BLAME 

In order to keep the spotlight of 
public opinion where it really belongs, 
let's go back to the scapegoat who has 
been selected for the" burnt-offering to 
p I a c a t e the National Councii of 
Churches. And at this point, please 
forgive us for dropping the editorial 
"we", for now this story becomes a 
personal narrative. 

Last December 2, 1959, I spoke 
in the Municipal Auditorium in San 
Antonio, Texas, on the subject of Com- 
munist infiltration of the nation's mass 
Information media. I appeared under 
the auspices of the Christian Crusade, 
under the direction of its President, 
Dr. Billy James Hargis, whose anti- 
Communist radio programs are heard 
daily in 44 States. Speaking under my 
pen-riame of "Col. Victor J. Fox" (ac- 
tually I am a Captain in the U. S. 
Navy's Retired Reserve, a comparable 
rank) I illustrated my talk with doc- 
umentary exhibits ranging from the 
so-called "war horror" anti-morale 
magazines to pornographlc teen-age 
publications and obscene paperback 
books. 

In the audience was Homer H. 
Hyde, who was lator to be pllloried 
as the author of the Air Force manuał. 


Hyde showed me the manuscrlpt of 
an Air Force pamphteł he was pre- 
parlng. I madę several suggestions, 
and called his attention.to the varlous 
anti-Communist pamphlets avallable 
at the literaturę tablo in the auditom 
ium. Among these was the now-fam- 
ous pamphlet publlshed by "The Cir¬ 
cuit Riders" — portions of which Mr. 
Hyde quoted in the Air Force manuał 
which Secretary Gates ordered with- 
drawn, and for which he apologized 
publidy to Mr. Wino of the National 
Councii of Churches. 

Obviously, Defense Sec*y. Gates 
is In some pretty strange company. 
And this Is not the first tlme he has 
used his great powers of offlce to 
disćredlt someone who attempted to 
expose the handiwork of the Com- 
munists. 

I have never met Secretary Gates, 
or even set eyes on him, ałthough I 
demanded to do so. For it was Mr. 
Gates — who at that time was Under- 
secretary of the U. S. Navy — who 
privately ordered an Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy to discharge me as 
the lattert Special Assistant, a $12,000 
a year "super-grade" appolntment 
carrying a GS-16 grade, top-secret 
security clearance, and entry to the 
Pentagon dining room reserved for 
admirals and generals.

This was Feb. lfijthe. same day that Wino wrote 
Gates protesting this 'example of irresponsibljity at Its worst.'" — from the 
New York Daily News, Feb. 18, page 8. (emphasis added) And how we see how 
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the New York Times covered the timing element (feb. 18, page 13, emphasis 
bdded): 

I ‘ .* 

"Earlier the Air Force issued a statement that 'immediately upon learning 
of the existence of the manuał' at 6:15 P.M., Tuesday, (Feb. 16) Secretary Sharp 
had initiated an investigation. The Secretary found that Air Force headquarters 
had ordered the withdrawal of the manuał on Feb. 11 'when itt oxlstence was 
fbrough* to the attention of responsible officials by a member of the Reserve 
forces,' the Air Force sald. ... Mr. Winę questloned whether the Air Fotce 
took actlon except as a result of the protest by his group on Feb. 10, a day 
before the Air Force order to withdraw the manuał.

Fortunately I was forewarned by 
tho Assistant Secretary'* Naval Aide, 
who was present when Mr. Gates 
stormed in and demanded my scalp. 
The Naval Aide, puzzled by this sud- 
deri and angry denunciałion of me by 
Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask 
what I had done to deserve the obvi- 
ous wrath of the Undersecretary of the 
Navy. 

What I had done, apparentiy, was 
an unforgivable sin the eyes of Mr.

— documented by official Department 
of Defense correspondence, of collusion 
wfth known Communlsts by senior U. S.

It had taken me several weeks of 
careful research to make surę of my 
facts — some of which required check- 
ing with the FBI through the Office of 
Naval Intelligence. Among those who 
were involved was a high-level Sovieł 
espionage agent whose FBI dossier car- 
ried a higher security classlfłcation 
than TOP SECRET: it was in the EYES 
ONLY category. This FBI file was shown 
by a senior Naval Intelligence official 
to the Assistant Secretary (whose Iden- 
tity is not disdosed here because he 
has sińce returned to dyllian life, and 
who was at that time subject to the 
orders of his superior, Undersecretary 
Gates). /j;;'-,; 

Before I could submit my report 
to the Assistant Secretary, someone In 
the Pentagon got wind of It and went 
dlrectly to Mr. Gates, who personally 
insisted that I be flred. This much Is 
dear: the comrade who denounced me 
to Mr. Gates was Hpped off ellher by 
Someone in Navy Intelligence, Navy 
Public Information, or the Office of In¬ 
formation of the Department of De¬ 
fense. 


So, .the Assistant Secretary obedi- 
ently called me on the carpet. He told 
me that I had become "a controverslal 
figurę," and magnanlmously offered 
me "a few weeks to look around for 
another job, before turning in your 
resignation," I replied that I was not 
going to resign under a cloud, without 
First hearing the charge* and fadng 
the man who madę łhem. 

The Assistant Secretary looked as- 
tonished, and started stał ling. There 
was no security ąuestion involved, he 
assured me, or any question of pro- 
fessional competence on my part; I had 
merely been "stepping on too many 
toes around the Pentagon." But at no 
time did he ever inform me that Mr. 
Gates had ordered him to flre me, or 
did he ever explaln what charges had 
been madę agalnst me or who madę 
them. 

(Not unłil four years after this In- 
cident did I finally learn why the com- 
rades had been so successful in convin- 
cing Mr. Gates that I was a "contro- 
versial figurę" who had to be dls- 
missed without a hearing. It seems 
that one of the lndividuals mentioned 
in my report was the key to the whole 
affair. He used an anglicized pseud- 
onym, and his real name I mistakenly 
believed to be French. Actually, he was 
Jewish. So, ail the comrados needed 
to do, in order to discredit me qulcfcly 
and quletly, was to tell Mr. Gates that

The Sub-Commlttee's Counsel In* 
structed me to inform my offlce that I 
had placed the whole case on the 
record, for my own protectlon. If I did 
śo, he assured me, it would discourage

What happened shocked him al- 
most as much as it shook me. The As- 
sistant Secretary called me to his Of¬ 
fice and, in the presence of his Naval 
Aide, he told me solicitióusly: "You've 
been under a great strain lately, and 
we want to help you.

Public Information of the Department 
of Defense. 

A GREAT WEEK FOR THE REDS 

Altogether, the comrades had a 
wonderful week between the birthdays 
of Abraham Lincoln and George Wash¬ 
ington. In addition to this public hu- 
miliation of our entire Defense Depart¬ 
ment and the dog-tagging of the na- 
tion's proud airmen by their own Sec¬ 
retary, the U. S. State Department 
publicly apologized to Communist Dic- 
tator Fidel Castro and nervously tele-

The Sunday "Worker" of Feb. 14 
dearly sets forth the Communist Party 
"linę" to be followed in the current 
"Pentagon Case," in an artide on page 
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7 enlitled "The New Fasclst NetWork 
in the U. S." This article even identlfied 
the farget organization which — four 
days later, on Feb. 18 — admltted that 
one of Its pamphlets was the source of 
the antl-communlst Information quoted 
by the Air Force manuał! (The "Work- 
e?' article — although it contains half

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THE HEART OF THE MATTER 

The basie issue in the Air Force 
manuał affair has been ruthlessly sup- 
pressed by all of the nation's mass 
information media. What is at stake 
here is łhat most precious of all the 
basie freedoms guaranteed by the U.S. 
Constitution under the Bill of Rights: 
freedom of religion. 

In all of the hysterical interpreta- 
tion !eveled against the Air Force man¬ 
uał by the major New York news- 
papers, there is not one paragraph 
giving the extensive Communist-front 
affiliations of 719 of the NCC's officers 
or the 30 Communist-fronters w h o 
worked on the NCC's multi-million- 
dollar RSV "Bibie" project, which took 
15 yearś to complete.

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FIXING THE BLAME 

In order to keep the spotlight of 
public opinion where it really belongs, 
let's go back to the scapegoat who has 
been selected for the'burnt-offerlng to 
płaca te the National Council of 
Churches. And at this point, please 
forgive us for dropping the editorlal 
"we", for now this story becomes a 
personal narrative. 

Last December 2, 1959, I spoko 
in the Municipal Auditorium in San 
Antonio, Texas, on the subject of Com- 
munist infiltration of the nation's mass 
Information media. I appeared under 
the auspices of the Christian Crusade, 
under the direction of its President, 
Dr. Billy James Hargis, whose anti- 
Communist radio programs are heard 
daily in 44 States. Speaking under my 
pen-name of "Col. Victor J. Fox" (ac- 
tuaily I am a Captain in the U. S. 
Navy's Retired Reserve, a comparable 
rank) I illustrated my talk with doc- 
umentary exhibits ranging from the 
so-called "war horror^' anti-morale 
magazines to pornographic teen-age 
publications and obscene paperback 
books. 

In the audience was Homer H. 
Hyde, who was later to be pllloried 
as the author of the Air Force manuał. 
After hearing my presentation, Mr. 


Hyde showed me the manuscrlpt of 
an Air Force pamphlet he was pre- 
paring. I madę several suggestions, 
and called his attention to the varlous 
anti-Communist pamphlets avallable 
at the literaturo table In the auditor¬ 
ium. Among łhese was the now-fam- 
ous pamphlet published by "The Cir¬ 
cuit Riders" — portions of which Mr. 
Hyde quoted In the Air Force manuał 
which Secretary Gates ordered wlth- 
drawn, and for which he apologized 
publicly to Mr. Winę of the National 
Council of Churches. 

Obviously, Defense Sedy. Gates 
is In some pretty strange company. 
And this is not the first time he has 
used his great powers of offlce to 
discredit someone who attempted to 
expose the handiwork of the Com- 
munists. 

I have never met Secretary Gates, 
or even set eyes on him, although I 
demanded to do so. For tt was Mr. 
Gates — who at that time was Under- 
secretary of the U. S. Navy — who 
privately ordered an Assistant Secre¬ 
tary of the Navy to discharge me as 
the lattert Special Assistant, a $12,000 
a year "super-grade" appointment 
carrying a GS-16 grade, top-secret 
security dearance, and entry to the 
Pentagon dining room reseryed for 
admirals and generals.

Jhe books be colleęted and locked 
up pending further action. This was Feb. U; the same day that Winę wrol*

New York Daily News, Feb. 18, page 8. (emphasis added) And now we see how 
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the New York Times covered the timing element (Feb. 18, page 13, emphasis 
added): 

"Earlier the Air Force issued a statement that 'immediately upon learning 
of the exlstence of the manuał' at 6:15 P.M., Tuesday, (Feb. 16) Secretary Sharp 
had initiated an investigation. The Secretary found that Air Force headquarters 
had ordered the withdrawal of the manuał on Feb. 11 'when its exlstence was 
brought to the attention of responsible officials by a member of the Reserve 
forces/ the Air Force said. ...

Fortunately I was forewarned by 
the Assisłant Secretary'* Naval Aide, 
who was present when Mr. Gates 
stormed in and demanded my scalp. 
The Naval Aide, puzzled by this sud- 
deri and angry denunciation of me by 
Mr. Gates, came to me privately to ask 
what I had done to deserve the obvi- 
ous wrath of the Undersecretary of the 
Navy. 

What I had done, apparently, was 
an unforgivable sin the eyes of Mr. 
Gates: in the course of my assigned 
duties I had come upon elear evidence 
— documented by official Department 
of Defense correspondence, of colluslon 
wlth known Communists by senior U. S. 
officers on active duły — and I had 
put this evidence into an official report 
which I was about to submit to the 
Assistant Secretary. 

If had taken me several weeks of 
ca refu I research to make surę of my 
facts — some of which required check- 
ing with the FBI through the Office of 
Naval Intelligence. Among those who 
were involved was a h!gh-level Soviet 
espionage agent whose FBI dossier car* 
ried a higher security classlflcation 
than TOP SECRET: it was in the EYES 
ONLY category. This FBI file was shown 
by a senior Naval Intelligence official 
to the Assistant Secretary (whose iden- 
tity is not disclosed here because he 
has sińce returned to dvilian life, and 
who was at that time subject to the 
orders of his superior, Undersecretary 

Gates). . 

1 •’ *■ 

Before I could submit my report 
to the Assistant Secretary, someone In 
the Pentagon got wind of it and went 
directly to Mr. Gates, who personally 
insisted that I be fired. This much U 
elear: the comrade who denounced me 
to Mr. Gates was tipped off elther by 
someone in Navy Intelligence, Navy 
Public Information, or the Office of In¬ 
formation of the Department of De¬ 
fense. 


So, .the Assistant Secretary obedi- 
ently called me on the carpet. He told 
me that I had become "a controverslal 
figurę," and magnanimously offered 
me "a few weeks to look around for 
another |ob, before turning In your 
resignation." I repiied that I was not 
going to resign under a cloud, without 
first hearing the charges and fadng 
the man who madę them. 

The Assistant Secretary looked as- 
tonished, and started stalling. There 
was no security question involved, he 
assured me, or any question of Pro¬ 
fessional competence on my part; I had 
merely been "stepping on too many 
toes around the Pentagon." But at no 
time did he ever inform me that Mr. 
Gates had ordered him to fire me, or 
did he ever explain what charges had 
been madę agalnst me or who mado 
them. 

(Not until four years after this in- 
cident did I finally learn why the com- 
rades had been so successful in convin- 
cing Mr. Gates that I was a "contro- 
versial figurę" who had to be dis- 
missed without a hearing. It seems 
that one of the individual$ mentioned 
in my report was the key to the whole 
affair. He used an anglicized pseud- 
onym, and his real name I mistakenly 
believed to be French. Actually, he was 
Jewish. So, ail the comrades needed 
to do, In order to dlscredit mo qulckły 
and quletly, was to tell Mr. Gates that 
I was anti-SemiticI What a neat littłe 
ready-made "dispose-all" — no reasons 
glven, no questions allowed, no oppor- 
tunity to confront my faceiess accus- 
ers — (ust that evaslve, all-induslve 
term "controversIal figurel") 

Unaware of all this, I asked the 
Assistant Secretary to reserve |udg- 
ment until he could read my report, 
and he agreed to do so. But he only 
skimmed through part of It, comment- 
ing that I was "seeing things In dark 
corners." When it became obyious that 
my report would only be pigeon-holed. 
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I personally deilvered a copy to the Of¬ 
fice of the Navy's Inspecłor General, an 
Admirał who tent for me the next day 
and personally handed H baek to me. 
"A very interesting report," wat all he 
ta id. 

I then tent a copy directly to FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover. The next day 
his Pentagon Maison officer telephoned 
me that my report wat being returned 
to the Navy Department, in accordance 
with Govemment jurisdictional reguła- 
tions. In desperation, I took the last 
copy to the Senate Internal Security 
Sub-Committee, which agreed to hear 
me in executive session for twenty 
minutes. (After learning what was In- 
volved, they tent out for lunch and 
kept me testifying for morę than three 
hours.) 

The Sub-Committee'i Countel in- 
structed me to inform my offlce that I 
had placed the whole case on the 
record, for my own protectlon. If I did 
to, he assured me, it would discourage 
any punitive measures against me by 
Pentagon officials. 

What happened shocked him al- 
most as much as it shook me. The As- 
sistant Secretary called me to his Of¬ 
fice and, in the presence of his Naval 
Aide, he told me tolicitiously: "You've 
been under a great strain lately, and 
we want to help you. The Nay/t Sur- 
geon General, Admirał Hogan, U watt- 
ing outside in my car. Heli personally 
go with you to Bethesda Naval Hotpi- 
tal, where you will recelye the finest 
medical treatment they can provide."

"medical" treatment at goyernment ex- 
pense. He assured me that this was no 
problem whatever, sińce the details al- 
ready had. been arranged. 

I countered by asking him to put 
his reguest in writing, so that I could 
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glve the Senate Sub-Committee a copy. 
He was understandably reluctant to do 
this, and that ended the dlscusslon. He 
fłnaliy dismitsed me, saying that he 
would dispose of my case later. I re- 
ported this to the Senate Sub-Commit¬ 
tee Counsel, who wamed me: "Don't 
go near Bethesda Naval Hospital under 
any circumstances. If you do, they will 
'railroad' youl" 

For a couple of days afterward, 
everything was omlnously quiet. The 
Assistant Secretary was as cordial and 
friendly as before, although he was 
the one who was now obvlously "un¬ 
der a great strain." Shortly afterward, 

I learned why, when my older brother 
suddenly appeared in my home. My 
brother told me that he had flown to 
Washington hurriediy, after a long- 
distance telephone cali from a high 
U. S. Goyernment official who told him 
only that I was "very sick." 

On his arrival in Washington, my 
brother was placed under lnłensive 
pressure for several hours by the As¬ 
sistant Secretary, the Surgeon General, 
a U. S. Senator, and several other high 
goyernment Officials who attempted to 
persuade him that I needed immediate 
psychiatrie treatment. (Please remem- 
ber that the Navy*s Surgeon General 
was actually diagnosing my case wlth- 
out ever having seen me, and that I 
have never seen him to this dayl)
